EATING. TURKEY. 


WASHINGTON IS NOW BARE OF 
CONGRESSMEN. 


The Christmas Holidays the Potent 
Spell Which Lured Them from 


Their Lair—How Speakcr 
Crisp Takes His. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Cap- 
itol was practically deserted. today. 
Only a few rambling sight-seers, the 
Capitol police and now and then a 
stray Senator or Representative woke 
the echoes of its spacious corridors. 
The charm of the festivities of Christ- 
mas at home was the magnet that had 
drawn every one who could leave from 
the Congressional gristmill. Only the 
members and the Senators from the 
far West and those whose families are 
in Washington remained here. Sev- 
eval of them were at their desks for 
a short time today; examining their 
mail, but they had put their Congres- 
signal labors, behind them and mat- 
ters Co: nertesional were in a state of 
stspended animation. 

Speaker Crisp was in his room in the 
rear of the Hall ot Representatives 
u bomt noon, dictating answers to let- 
ters, but he almost the onty 
ber in the nee of Thu Capitol to- 
day. Mrs. sp and ber son and 
daughter are here to eat their Christ 
mas turkey with the Speaker and he 
will remain here throughout the ho!- 
idays. No committee work will be 
dene at either end of the Capitol dur- 
ing — recees. 

Senator Blackburn says the Com- 
mittee on Rules, of which he is chair- 
man. will not take up the question of 
a cloture rule or any other subject un- 
til after January 1. The Kentucky 
Senator left the city, today, to re- 
main until Congress convenes. Some 
work will probably be done on the 
appropriation bill yet unreported bg 
Chairman Sayers and some of the 
members of the sub-committee, but 
their work will be subject to ultimate 
revision when the full conrmittee 
racets. 

The sub-committes of the House 
Appropriations Committee was today 
in sessiap considering the Sundry 
Civil. Bill. Director Wolcott of the 
Geological Survey and Commissioner 
Lamoreaux of the General Land 
Office were before the commission ex- 
plaining the estimates for their re- 
spective bureaus and were questioned 
by the committee as to the advisabil- 
ity of -rdducing expenditures. Both 
maintained that the estimates were 
as low as they thought judicious. 
They were also asked as to the rec- 
ommendations that the surveying of 
public lands ba made, under discre- 
tion of the Secretary. by the Geolog- 
ical Survey instead of by the contract 
system through the officers of the dif- 
ferent States. This should be di 
cussed by Secretary Smith with both 
these officers before the recommenda- 
tions were made and they were in 
favor of the change. They so assured 
the committee today. 

Assistant Secretary Hamlin of the 
Tieasury Department; also appeared 
before the committee and urged that 
full appropriations be made for car- 
rying out the Chinese Exclusion Act 
and that provision be made for all 
eetimates for Alaska, especially as to 
the United States customs. Mr. Ham- 
lin last summer visited the Pacific 
Coast and Alaska as well, and was 

asked to give the committes assur- 
ance that the estimates made by the 
Treasury were absolutely necessary 
for the Chinese exclusion and that the 
revenue would be inereased by the 
better service asked for in Alaska. It 
is the intention of the sub-committee 
to have the Sundry Civil Bill ready 
to lay before the full committee imme- 
diately after the holidays. 


A NICE GUARDIAN. 


John Ortolani Carefully 
Money that was not There.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.— Would you like 
to be guardian of a Philadelphia girl worth 
$20,000 and get $2000 a year?“ asked Ed- 
ward O. Compagnon, who lives on East 
Third street.

“You will have to put up $1000 secur- 
Ity.“ said Compagnon. 

Ortolani did not have the money, but 
dfew $400 out of the Germania Savings 
Bank. Two men went to a saloon near 
the Grand Central depot where Compag- 


non met two friends. One of them had a 


tin box which was said to contain $500 in 
gold. Ortolani was told to give Compag- 
non his money, which would be put into 
the box with the gold. The box was to be 
given to Ortolani, who was to be the cus- 
todian of his own and Compagnon’s money 
until they should return from Philadelphia 
with the girl. Compagnon was to keep 
the key. Ortolani took the box home. 
Two days afterward he told his story to a 
friend. The box was opened and found 
to contain a few bits of lead.

He Meekly Accepts 


Decision. 


1588 Wish to Pass the Time in King's 
County Prison is 
Granted. 


He Says that He Feels Greatly Re- 
lieved, but Declines to Talk 
Further About the 
Case.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24. — Samuel C. 
Seely, who, on Monday last pleaded guilty 
to abstracting funds and altering the 
books of the National Shoe and Leather 
Bank, was today sentenced to eight years 
in Kings County Penitentiary by Judge 
Benedict in the United States Circuit 
Court. The total amount of defalcation 
was $354,000. 

The moment Judge Benedict pronounced 
the sentence, Seely was escorted from 
the courtroom to United States Marshal 
McCarthy's office in the Federal building 
by deputies. He was accompanied by his 
uncle, Milford Hallenback, who stood be- 
side him during the trying ordeal. Seely 
threw himself on a sofa when he reached 
E Marshal's offiée, and, when asked by 
an Associated Press reporter if he had 
anything to say, replied: I feel much 
better than I have for ten years. I am 
glad it is all over, and that I will be con- 
fined in the Kings County Penttentiary, as 
my poor wife will be able to visit me, and 
this will tend to make niy term of im- 
prisonment seem somewhat shorter.“ 

The defaulting book-keeper looked much 
better when he emerged from the Ludlow- 
street Jail this morning than on any day 
since he was brought back from Chicago. 
Deputy Marshals McAviney and Lawless 
had him in charge, and they stood on the 
platform of a horsecar. Seely lighted a 
cigar and chatted with his guards and to 
the reporter, but refused to say anything 
in reference to his case. When the party 
reached the Federal building, the pris- 
oner was placed in McCarthy's office, 
where he was joined immediately by his 
+ unecle,Milford HaHernback and Lawyer 
Frank W. Angel. A few minutes later 
Chief Clerk Kennedy announced that 
Judge Benedict would not protiounce sen- 
tence until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Vice-President George L. Pease and 
Director John L. Beach of the National 
Shoe and Leather Bank called about an 
hour later for a talk with Seely. The lat- 
ter said that even if he should be ser 
tenced to the full limit of the law he 
would most willingly assist the officials of 
the bank in straightening out the ac- 
counts. Lawyer Angel asked the gentle- 
men to intercede with Judge Benedict in 
Seely’s behalf, but they refused. “We 
are not in the least vindictive,” said 
Beach, but the case is now in the hands 
of the government and we are satisfied to 
let the law take its course. 

At a few minutes before 2 o'clock Seely 
was brought into the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. He was not placed in the pen 
with the other prisoners, but sat between 
the deputies near thé counsel tables in 
front of the court. His uncle kept up 
a continuous conversation with him, but 
Seely seemed to take very little interest 
in his surroundings.. He was very nervous 
and twisted and untwisted a white hand- 
kerchief with both hands. 

When Judge Benedict entered the court 
all the chairs were filled with spectators, 
among them were President Crane, Vice- 
President Pease and Director Beach of 
the Shoe and Leather Bank. A couple 
of Italians were first called for sentence. 
They had pleaded guilty to election frauds, 
and were sentenced to three yef.rs each. 

When Seely’s name was called he arose 
slowly and walked up to the bar with his 
uncle on one side and Lawyer Angel on 
the other. Lawyer Angel made an ear- 
nest plea for clemency, and said that, al- 
though the crime charged was very se- 
rious, he thought the ends of justice would 
be served by the infliction of a minimum 
penalty of five years. | 

He spoke of Seely’s willingness to plead 
guilty from the day he was brought back 
from Chicago, and stated that in pleading 
guilty be had saved the government a 
great deal of expense. Lawyer Angel then 
went into the history of the case, and said 
how Seely in the beginning of 1885 had 
made an honest mistake, but that he com- 
mitted a fatal error in not reporting the 
matter to the officials of the bank at once. 
He was weak, and easily fell a victim to 
Raker, a man of iron nerve and peculiar 
ways. Lawyer Angel then referred to 
Seely’s family, and asked that the court 
would grant that, whatever term of impris- 
onment the court should inflict, Seely 
would be allowed to serve it in the Kings 
County Penitentiary, so that his wife could 
visit bim. 

When the lawyer had finished there was 
not a sound in the courtroom, and Judge 
Benedict looked at the prisoner for fully 
a minute before he spoke. In a few 
brief sentences he said that he admired 
Seely for plading guilty, but that the 
large amount involved and the position 
which Seely held in the bank necessitated 
a severe sentence, In the hope that it 
would deter others from following his 
course. 

“The sentence of the court,“ said Judge 
Benedict, is that you be imprisoned in 
the Kings county penitentiary for a term 
of eight years.’ 

Seely meekly bowed his head to the 
judge, and left the courtroom with the 
deputies. By good behavior he can earn 
a commutation of thirty-two months, and 
will reduce his term of imprisonment to 
five years and four months. He will 
probably be taken to the penitentiary next 
Saturday, but Marshal McCarthy said that 
he might not be sent there until some day 
next week. 


Two Convicts Pardoned.

the imperial wishes.“

CONSPIRACY AGAINST TING. 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
‘A dispatch to the Times from Tien-Tsin, 
which will be published tomorrow, says 
that an edict has deen issued continuing 
Admiral Ting in charge of the fleet. The 
foreign officers in charge of the fleet, it 
appears, sent to Prince Kung, president of 
the admiralty, as well as president of the 
Tsung-Li-Yamen, a unanimous protest 
against the punishment of Admiral Ting. 
who has been blamed for not protecting 
the dockyards at Port Arthur against the 
Japanese fleet, as well as for the defeat of 
the Chinese fleet at the battle of the Ya-Loo 
River, in which engagement he was in 
command of the Chinese squadron. The 
foreign officers declare that the charges 
Against Ting are unjust, and that they 
will resign if he is displaced. 

The Phinese naval offcers also sent a 
petition to Prince Kung, asking for Ad- 
miral Ting's retention. The Foo-Chow 
clique, which ousted Admiral Ting is now, 
the Times dispatch adds, conspiring 
against Admiral Ting, and is prompting 
the censors with false accusations in order 
to avenge the execution of their comrade, 
Admiral Fong, commander of the cruiser 
Chen-Yuen, who was executed early in 
November for cowardice in the battle off 
the Ya-Loo River. |

New ‘York Commissioners Protest 
Against Diversion of Water.

SYRACUSE, (N. v.) Dec. 24.—Frank W. 
Hawley, vice-president of the General 
Electric Company, was shown a dispatch 
by a Post reporter concerning the action 
of the State Reservation Commissioners at 
Niagara in bringing to the attention of 
the Federal and Canadian governments 
the diversion of water with a view of 
stopping it.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Madeline Pol- 
lard, of damage-suit fame, is missing. 
Manager M. C. Anderson, of the Fountain

The fact that Miss Pollard has ‘not 
promised to be a sufficient drawing card 
for first-class houses to bill does not in 
the least discourage Anderson, who con- 
siders that she will be an unusual draw- 
ing card for popular-price theaters. Man- 
ager Powers last summer had a contract 
with her for her appearance upon the 
stage of first-class houses. He learned 
then that the scandal which clustered 
about the name of Miss Pollard would 
make it impossible for her appearance at 
fashionable playhouses, and the hope 
which Miss Pollard then expressed to ap- 
pear in public was for a time shattered. 

Now Anderson believes that Powers 
made a mistake in not trying to bill her 
at popular-price houses, and, as a result of 
that belief, js exerting every energy to 
find her. Night and day since reaching 
this city he has beén on the go, but as yet 
has not been able to locate her. He is 
armed with a contract, which, if signed by 
the young woman, will call for a large sal- 
ary each week. 

What he is willing to pay Miss Pollard, 
Anderson will not state, but he intimates 
that it will not take her long to make a 
sum which would compare favorably with 
the amount which she is trying to collect 
from Col. Breckinridge. That Miss Pol- 
lard is in the city is certain, but in what 
particular house is the mystery. She is 
no longer known as Miss Pollard, but has 
changed her name to one which suggests 
nothing of what her Hte has been.

CAPT. DREYFUS’S CASE. 


The German Ambassador Demands 
a Retraction from the Press.

PARIS, Dec. 24.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
~The report that Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, the 
‘French officer who was sentenced on 
Saturday last to be deported for life and 
to be interred in a fortress, had after- 
wards attempted to commit suicide, turns 
out to be incorrect. As the newspapers 
have been claiming that the accusations 
made against tne captain were based on a 
document stolen from the German 
bassy, Count von Munster, the German 
Ambassador, publishes a note today declar- 
ing in the most positive terms that the 
German Embassy never directly or indi- 
rectly had any relations with Capt. Drey- 
fus, and demanding that the statement 
that the document referred to was stolen 
from the German Embassy, be denied as a 
malicious falsehood. 

The government bill, decided upon at a 
Cabinet Council, making treason upon the 
part of any officer or private of the army 
punishable by death in time of peace as 
well as in time of war, was introduced in 
the Chamber of Deputies later in the day 
by Gen. Mercier, and was referred to the 
Army Committee. A counter-measure was 
subsequently introduced by M. Jarues, the 
Royalist leader, to abolish the death pen- 
alty from the military code. 


A. R. v. JAILBIRDS. 


Debs and His Associates Will Begin 
to Serve Next Month. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—Judge Woods today 
decided that the jail sentence of Debs and 
his six associates in the Santa Fe case 
will begin January 8. On motion of At- 
torney Gregory, for the defenne, the Santa 
Fe and government case, on which the 
sentences were cumulative, were sepa- 
rated, and sentence on the latter was de- 
ferred until the Santa Fe sentence is 
served. An appeal will be taken in the 
government Case. 

The defense asked that the sentences be 
made cumulative, instead of concurrent. 
There: were two cases in which the union 
men -were found guilty of contempt, the 
government case and the Santa Fe. Judge 
Woods entered an order which, if carried 
out, will give Debs one year in jail in- 
stead of six months, and the others six 
months instead of three. This point was 
purely technical, for the purpose of test- 
ing the. legality of both sentences in the 
United States Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Bureau of 
American Republics has received official 
information that the President of Peru has 
announced that, in order to meet the finan- 
cial necessities of the country, an addi- 
tional tax will be levied on all tobacco, 
cigars and cigarettes sold in the republic. 

The duty on all kinds of tobacco im- 
ported from the United States will be #1 
per kilogram of 2.20 pounds; cigars, $3.50 
per Kilogram; cigarettes made of tobacco 
from the United States, $50 per 1000 pack- 
ages; foreign chewing tobacco, snuff, out 
and fibered tobacco, ready for use, per 
kilogram, $1.50. The law goes into effect 
January 1, 1895.

TACOMA (Wash. ) Dec. 24.—Joseph P. 
Bennington, who was arrested Saturday at 
Eugene, Or., charged with forgery, is a 
Tacoma boy. His parents reside near Puy- 
allup. December 15, 1891, Bennington was 
sentenced to three years in the peniten- 
tlary for forgery committed in Tacoma. 
On April 5 of this year he was pardoned 
by Gov. McGraw for good conduct. While 
in the penitentiary he was one of Warden 
Coblentz’s trusties. It was thought that 
he had entirely reformed. While here, 
shortly after his release, he professed the 
deepest penitence for his crime, and sol- 
emnly announced that he intended to be. a 
better man. 

In the summer of 1891 he placed drafts 
for $3000, drawn on a Los Angeles house, 
in the First National Bank of Puyallup for 
collection. He succeeded in getting 
the bank to let him check out $400 on the 
draft, which subsequently proved to be a 
forgery. Chief of Police Smith, then a 
detective, traced the crime to Bennington, 
but his friends settled and he was ‘not 
prosecuted. Im tho fall of 1891 several 
forgeries were to the police. One 
of these checks, which was for $125, came 
into the Tacoma National Bank from Gig 
Harbor, thé namé of Attorney L. A. Bron- 
son being sighed to it. The money was to 
be remitted by mail, as in the Eugene case. 
Detective Smith was given the case. 

A decoy letter was sent to Gig Harbor, 
and the next day Smith arrested Benning- 
ton, who confessed and made a statement, 
endeavoring to implicate his brother-in- 
law, now a merchant here. A long trial 
resulted in Bennington’s conviction and 
sentence, and the acquittal of the brother- 


in-law.

Judge Gil- 
bert ordered that a hearing on the appli- 
cation for an independent receiver be held 
on the 15th day of January, at which time 
the present receivers of the Oregoh, Short 
Line and Utah Northern, who are also 
receivers of the Union Pacific system, are 
cited to appear to show cause why the 
application should not be granted, and an 
independent person or persons be ap- 
pointed to the receivership of these rail- 


ways. 

Should the application be granted, it 
means a divorcement of that road from 
the Union Pacific system and its operation 
as an independent’ property, or possibly 
in close connection with the Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation Company. It means 
that the Ogden gateway to Portland will 
be opened to the Burlington, the Rock Is- 
land, the Santa Fe, the Denver and Gulf, 
the Missouri Pacific and the Rio Grande, 
all of which will be given an outlet from 
Denver via Ogden over the Short Line to 
Portland. : 

The application sets forth that on August. 
1, 1889, the Oregon Short Line and Utab 
Northern Railway Company, for the pur- 
pose of securing certain bonds, known as 
the consolidated bonds of the company, 
payable April 1, 1919, or earlier, as 
therein provided, with interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent. per annum, executed a con- 
solidated mortgage on all the lines of the 
railway company then consolidated, 
1,456.39 miles, or to be constructed, and 
then. belonging or thereafter acquired by 
the defendant, subject to certain prior 
mortgages.

NEW YORK, ‘Dec. 24. — Tho wholesale 
terror in which New Yorkers hold the 
Lexow Committee is the capital stock of 
a new kind of blackmail. Some persons 
are threatened with accusation before the 
committee, while others are to get sub- 
poenas witnesses it they refuse to 
pay. Nor are the “panatas’ escaping. 
When thoy subscribed toward the traveling 
expenses of Katie Schubert and Mrs. 
Thurow, others who knew damaging facts 
were inspired to ask for free transporta- 
tion, or its equivalent in coin. : 

A police captain told à reporter that he 
had been bullied, or threatened, more 
than twenty keepers of disorderly ses. 
The women told him that if he refured 
to pay them money they would xo to John 
W. Goff and the Lexow Committee and 
accuse him of recéiving bribes in return 
for protection. The captain said the prac- 
tice was becoming general, and that he 
had a number of fellow-sufferers. Some- 
times the demand for money was made in 
a begging way. The ‘women dec that 
since the Lexow Committee had turned 
New York upside down, they had to go 
out of business, and were penniless. This 
was followed by a request for the restora- 
tion of some of the money they had to 
pay for pfotection. 

Certain lawyers in New York, practicing 
for the most part in the criminal courts, 
are being pillaged by the extortionists. 
Former ‘“‘shady’’ clients have asked for 
money, with the threat that if they were 
refused they would take the witness-stand 
and swear they had paid . extortionate 
sums for defense, and that other sums were 
obtained from them, on the pretext that 
the money would “fix” judges and court 
clerks.

Senator Lexow paid Recorder-elect Goff 
a visit today in connection with the future 
sessions of the Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee.

Goff said that if ail the testimony was 
taken by that time the committee would 
adjourn Friday, but if not the committee 
would sit on Saturday. The witnesses 
would be confined to the police force, and 
several citizens would testify to some 
startling facts. 


DR. PARKHURST NOT PLEASED. ° 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Dr. Parkhurst 
is not pleased with the prospect that the 
investigation of police corruption is to be 
stopped before the heads of the depart- 
ments have deen called upon to testify, 
and still jess is he pleased with the prope- 
sition Which is said to be favored by mem- 
bers of the Lexow Committée that Super- 
intendent Byrnes be charged with re- 
organizing the department. Dri Parkhurst 
said today that he would not stop even 
when the Sehate Committee did. He said 
that he believed the committee is about 
through with serious work. 

It is evident, and I am well informed,” 
he said, “that Superintendent Byrnes is 
to be subjected to only a perfunctory ex- 
amination, and that he it was who planned 
the confession of Capt. Schmittberger. 
Putting these things together, it looks 
very much like a deal. But there are 
other possible explanations of the changed 
spirit of the committee, and I do not 
care to say anything now about the mat- 
ter. My opinion of Superintendent Byrnes 
has not changed with the attitude of t 
committee.. I had hoped to have had the 
investigation completed, not stopped, so I 
might have a rest. But if it is not. fin- 
ished by the committee, I will simply have 
to do it. 

“Of course I am free to do so. I am not 
bound by anything the committee may 
have agreed to and I will continue my 
work until it is rightly ended. I am in 
doubt as to what I shall do at. the moment, 
partially because I dread a misrepresenta- 
tion of my. motives. I would not have it 
thought that I am actuated by a mere 

rejudice against Superintendent Byrnes; 

ut I do think that he is the head of the 
exposed police system as he is of the 
police force. A gentleman said to me re- 
cently that he would as soon think of ask- 
ing Satan’s advice on the reorganization 
of hell as Byrnes’s on the reorganization 
—＋ police. It expresses my opinion ex- 
actly. 

“There is no prejudice in my feelings 
against Byrnes, but I have met his power 
of opposition to works of reform at many 
points, and hence I have gained a 
knowledge of him which has been such as 
to make me hold aloof from any alliance 
with him, and I will not be restrained 
now by any co-operation with him that 
may be accepted by others.“ 

John T. W. Goff, Recorder-eleet and 
chief counsel to the Lexow Committee, de- 
clined to discuss, admit or deny the story 
published today to the effect that his re- 
lations with his associate counsel, Frank 
Moss, were strained by reason of his hav- 
ing been forced by Moss to ask questions 
of the former keeper of a disorderly 
house, the answer to which would reflect 
superintendent) Byrnes, 
through the action of his wardmen.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24.— Vou can 
say for me that, if there be any law in 
this State to punish a man for robbing an 
Insane woman, I will have Porter Ashe in 
San Quentin before he is many months 
older.“ That is one of the remarks made 
by Thomas H. Williams, Jr. It indicates 
that much more than what has already 
been related. may still be said of the af- 
fairs of the unfortunate Sarah Althea 
Terry, whose dramatic career seemed to 
end when she entered the gates of the 
asylum at Stockton. 

It is a matter of recent news that Mr. 
Williams was appointed the temporary 
guardian of the affairs of Mrs. Sarah Al- 
thea Terry, widow of Judge David. 8. 
Terry, who was killed while assaulting 
Justice Stephen J. Field, four years ago. 
He expects the Superior Court to make 
him her permanent guardian on Friday 
next. When he made his appeal, he pre- 
ferred serious charges against R. Porter 
Ashe, who has been acting as Mrs. Terry's 
guardian for three years. He accused 
Ashe of many reprehensible acts, and 
plainly took him to task for alleged dis- 
honesty. In his petition he did not enter 
into details. 

He will have much more to relate when 
the affair is investigated, and he says that 
he will push the matter to the end to 
prove his charges against Ashe. He ac- 
cuses the latter of having plundered the 
estate of Mrs. Terry. He has in his pos- 
session certain documents which look none 
too pleasant for Ashe. When the latter is 
heard he may have an. explanation to 
make. Williams says that Ashe pawned.a 
gold watch belonging to Judge Terry and 
jewelry belonging to his widow, applying 
the proceeds to his own uses. He has re- 
ceipts and checks to prove some of his 
charges, one of which is that a carload of 
Mrs. Terry’s personal effects were removed 
from her home in Fresno by Ashe and 
never seen vevae although Ashe made. po 
accounting of the valuables. 

“Ashe has been masquérading as a ain. 
jonaire for years,” said Williams. He 
hasn't a cent, and is using this women’s 
money to cut a figure. I know him and 
know just where he stands. He shall be 
called to acount for every one of her be- 
longings, and he may find to his sorrow 
that my sources of information regarding 
him have been startlingly accurate. These 
things have disappeared. .Ashe is responsi- 
die for them before the law. I would 
rather be a stage robber than steal that 
way.“ was Williams's angry conclusion.

Suit to Restrain Interest Payments 
on Light and Water Bonds.

TACOMA (Wash.,) Dec.

Stalicup, a Superior Court judge, is plain- ' 
tiff, and the city of Tacoma defendant. _ 
The plaintiff alleges that C. B. Wright, 


the Philadelphia millionaire, and the Ta- 


coma Light and Water Company, con- 
trolled by bim, sold tbe city the light and 
water plant for $1,750,000, last year, in 
consequence of misrepresentation, bribery 
and other corrupt inducements resulting 
from a conspiracy entered into between 
the company and certain city officials, who 
at that time had the management and 
negotiations under their control; that the 
city’s bonds issued in payment therefor 
increase the city indebtedness beyond the 
constitutional limit of 5 per cent.; that the 
company’s water-rights did not furnish to 
exceed half the amount of water repre- 
sented; that for its $1,750,000 bonds all the 
city got was some rotten wooden flumes 


and other materials and some small bits 


of land and the Maplewood springs, which, 
all told, were of the value, not to exceed 
the sum of $500,000; that Wright and the 
water company are rich and fully able to 


-yeimburse any who may have purchased 


of him such light and water bonds. 
Wherefore plaintiff prays that he be 
a decree against the city per- 


petually enjoining said defendant from 


paying any further or additional interest 
upon said bonds delivered to said Wright 
and said Tacoma Light and Water Com- 
pany, and that its agents, sérvants and 
officers and employees be prohibited from 


- levying or attempting to levy or collect 


any taxes from the taxpayers of the city 
of Tacoma for the purpose of paying any 
interest on said bonds, or taking any steps 
looking theretc. 

The persons bringing this suit are not 
sustained or supported by the public senti- 
ment of the city by any considerable num- 
ber of taxpayers. A large majority of 
elty taxpayers declare that the city’s obli- 
gations will be paid as they fall due, as 
in all times past, whatever 2 result of 
this suit may be. 


A SHAMEFUL SCANDAL. 


Patients * the U. 8. V. S. Marine Hospital 
_ at Frisco Neglected.

SAN FRANCISCO,. Dec. 24.—The Chron- 
icle says that if the stories told by some of 
the patients are true, the United States 
Marine Hospital is being conducted in a 
manner not creditable to those in charge 
of the institution. If it be true, as charged, 
that employees of the hospital make sport 
of dying men and ignore their appeals for 
ald, it would appear to be time for an in- 
vestigation of a very searching character. 
The surgeons in charge of the hospital

According to statements made by the 
hospital authorities, the only attention 
given during the night to the 138 patients 
now under treatment is such as can be 
bestowed by the night watchman, Ralph 

Jogez. The watchman, who is supposed 
to make the rounds of the building as 
well as the hospital grounds every hour, 
is not a professional nurse. A Russian 
sailor died a few days ago, and it is said 
he was the victim of cruel treatment and 
gross neglect. Many instances of improper 
medical attention are cited by patients. 
Dr. C. H. Gardner says that the hospital 
is short of help, but adds that jt is the 


fault of the Sovernment, not the, manage- 
ment.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES — 
Salvini, familiar to our stage in such 
roles as D’Artagnan, in “The Three 
Guardemen,“ and as Don Caesar de Bazan, 
the devil-may-care adventurer of Spain, 
revealed himself last night as a tragedy” 
player of such force, fire and vividness 
as to compel a compliment rare, indeed, 
that of three curtain calls after the close 
of the last act 

The drama of “Ruy Blas“ is a splendid 
creation, worthy the genius of the great 
Hugo, ‘whose power and brilliaticy em- 
bellish the lines and situations until they 
are alert with life—so alert, indeed, that 
one for the nonce forgets that the in- 
triguings and machinations are but fig- 
ments of a great mind's fancy, and not 
real plottings at the court of Spain. 

In the title role Mr. Salvmi achieves a 
masterly success. There is nought of the 
swashbuckler or the dashing Gascon about 
his conception of this great part. In- 
stead, it is so earnest and impressive 
as to have an air of somberness, and 
throughout, it bears the stamp of an un- 
mistakable and unqualified genius. In his 
etriking figure, and in the flash of his 
dark eyes one sees the Ruy Blas of Vic- 
tor Hugo's fancy, set out in such form 
and fashion as to thrill and touch and 
charm. 

Looking upon these forceful scenes the 
drama takes on importance, l 
human interest. One forgets that the 
stage is gradually being given over to the 
clatter of buzz-saws and the thud of pile- 
drivers; to the splits and high kicking 
of scantily-garbed soubrettes; to the in- 
ane witticisnis of “funny men’’—indeed, 
it quite seems as though the stage had 
come to its own again, and the auditor 
revels in the delight of a seeming that 
bears the impress of great thoughts ex- 
pressed with genius, intelligence and 
study. 

There are few more enthralling and pic- 
turesque characters known to the drama 
than that of Ruy Blas, the lackey in 
love with a queen—a lackey with the 
soul of a courtier and the heart of a 
gentleman. His first appearance before 
the detestable and dastardly Don Salluste 
is striking, and “bears the very air of 
tragedy, as played by Salvini. One feels 
that behind that pair of eyes there are 
deeps of thought, and that in the soul 
of this man slumbers the very force that 
later on is presented with such graphic 
ability. He wins favor at once. but, in 
the third act, when he flays with words 
of scorn, the venal and self-seeking coun- 
cillors, he rises to a splendid height. 
Equally powerful and engaging is the deli- 
cious love scene with the queen, in the 
ga me act, a scene made beautiful, indeed, 
by his sweet and gracious foil. But this 
act reaches a well-worked-out climax in 
the scene with Don Salluste, who so 
puts upon the masquerading lackey that 
he suffers the tortures of the doubly 
daimned—the imperious command to close 
the window, the exasperating order to 
pick up the handkerchief—how one suffers 
with the gallant and high-minded menial, 
who is but just now expressing great 
thoughts for Spain and its robbed and 
outraged people, only to have his spirit 
crushed and his sensibilities trampled on 
by the haughty Don, in the dress of a 
marquis, but with a soul of a lackey. 
Mr. Salvini's playing in this scene re- 
ceived five calls of the curtain, a com- 
pliment richly and royally deserved. 

The ecene in the fourth act, when Don 

Salluste reveals himself to the queen in 
the chambers of the false Don Caesar, is 
most thrilling. It is as great a bit of 
acting as has been seen here in many 
a day—vivid with passion, fire and force— 
and when Ruy Blas has killed the damna- 
ble Don Salluste, cast his miserable body 
over the parapet, and stands panting with 
smoking sword in hand, the plaudits that 
ring through the house for a full twenty 
seconds show how effective has been the 
playing. 
Wiliam Redmund is an excellent Don 
Caesar, his scene in the fourth act being 
one of the best in the play. It earned a 
double curtain call last night. Eleanor 
Moretti, sweet. gracious, womanly, full 
of gentle dignity and fair to look upon, 
divided the honors with the star. Elmer 
Delamater was excellent as Don Salluste, 
and Ben Johnson made a clever Count of 
Alba. The other members of the com- 
pany were efficient, and the entire per- 
formance was a dramatic delight.

TOKIO, Dec. 24.—(By Asiatic Cable.) 
Parliament was opened today. The speech 
from the throne briefly referred to the vic- 
tories achieved by the Japanese troops 
in every engagement, and says that they 
are steadily pressing forward in the en- 
emy's territory; adding that it is especially 
satisfactory to note that in spite of cold 
and hardships the forces are more than 
ever distinguishing themselves by their 


valor. 

The relations of Japan with the neutral 
powers are more friendly than ever. The 
revision of treaties has been accomplished 
with some countries, and with other States 
negotiations are making favorable prog- 
ress. 
In conclusion the speech says: Having 
been placed in such a glorious situation, 
we wish more than ever to promote the 
civilization of the country, and enjoin 
Parliament to take notice of the state of 
affairs at home and abroad, and by secur- 
ing harmony between this government and 
the people to assist in the furtherance of 
the imperial wishes.“ 

The government is still skeptical in re- 
gard to China’s peace overtures, and points 
out that no authoritative statement has 
been made by China in regard to the mis- 
sion, and while China now professes to 
wish peace, news has reached the govern- 
ment of Japan That China is negotiating 
for the purchase of the entire squadron 
of the Chilean navy, and the agents of Col. 
von Hannekin in Europe are trying to en- 
list a number of officers for service in the 
Chinese army and navy. 

CONSPIRACY AGAINST TING. 
LONDON, Dec. 24.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
‘A dispatch to the Times from Tien-Tsin, 
which will be published tomorrow, says 
that an edict has deen issued continuing 
Admiral Ting in charge of the fleet. The 
foreign officers in charge of the fleet, it 
appears, sent to Prince Kung, president of 
the admiralty, as well as president of the 
Tsung-Li-Yamen, a unanimous protest 
against the punishment of Admiral Ting. 
who has been blamed for not protecting 
the dockyards at Port Arthur against the 
Japanese fleet, as well as for the defeat of 
the Chinese fleet at the battle of the Ya-Loo 
River. in which engagement he was in 
command of the Chinese squadron. The 

officers declare that the charges 
against Ting are unjust, and that they 
will resign if he is displaced. | 
The inese naval! offcers also sent a 
petition to Prince Kung, asking for Ad- 
miral Ting's retention. The Foo-Chow 
clique, which ousted Admiral Ting is now, 
the Times dispatch adds, conspiring 
against Admiral Ting, and is prompting 
the censors with false accusations in order 
to avenge the execution of their comrade, 
Admiral Fong, commander of the cruiser 
Chen-Yuen, who was executed early in 
November for cowardice in the battle off 
the Ya-Loo River. 
. Japanese cruisers have lately been ex- 
amining the Chang-Tung coast. They ap- 
pear to be selecting a landing-place near 
Wei-Hai-Wei; preparatory to attacking that 
lace. Shao-Yeo-Lien, the late Governor 
f Formosa, who, with Chang-Ying-Houen, 
a member of the Tsung-Li-Yamen, was 
appointed imperial commissioner to treat 
for peace with Japan, has been found to 
be ineligible for that office, as he is ac- 
cused of having offered rewards, while 
Governor of Formosa, for Japanese heads. 

A dispatch from Peking to the Times, 
which will be published tomorrdw, says: 
“American mediation proves to be but a 
formal compliance with the Tien-Tsin 
'- treaty, without any practical results. 
Hence China will dispatch a fresh mission 
under American advice, and will endeavor 
to negotiate direct.“ 


THE THIRD ARMY. 

LONDON, Dec. 24—A dispatch from 
Shanghai states that the third Japanese 
army is reported to have landed west of 
Chee-Foo and captured Lai-Chow, a sea- 
port town in the province of Chan-Lung, 
on the south shore. of the Gulf of Pechill. 


A SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


Three Persons Killed by Being Run 
Down by a Train.

VINELAND (N. J.,) Dec. 24.—A shock- 
ing accident, involving the loss of three 
lives, occurred at the Ceddr-avenue cross- 
ing of the South Jersey Railway, at this 
place, last’ night.

CAPT. DREYFUS’S CASE. 


The German Ambassador Demands 
a Retraction from the Press.

PARIS, Dec. 24.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
“The report that Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, the 
French officer who was sentenced on 
Saturday last to be deported for life and 


to be interred in a fortress, had after-.

out to be incorrect. As the newspapers 
have been claiming that the accusations 
made against tne captain were based on a 
document stolen from the German em- 
bassy, Count von Munster, the German 
Ambassador, publishes a note today declar- 
ing in the most positive terms that the 
German Embassy never directly or indi- 
rectly had any relations with Capt. Drey- 
fus, and demanding that the statement 
that the document referred to was stolen 
from the German Embassy, be denied as a 
malicious falsehood. 

The government bill, decided upon at a 
Cabinet Council, making treason upon the 
part of any officer or private of the army 
punishable by death in time of peace as 
well as in time of war, was introduced in 
the Chamber of Deputies later in the day 
by Gen. Mercier, and was referred to the 
Army Committee. A counter-measure was 
subsequently introduced by M. Jarues, the 
Royalist leader, to abolish the death pen- 
alty from the military code.

Debs and His Associates Will Begin 

to Serve Next Month. 
, CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—Judge Woods today 
decided that the jail sentence of Debs and 
his six associates in the Santa Fe case 
will begin January 8. On motion of At- 
torney Gregory, for the defenne, the Santa 
Fe and government case, on which the 
sentences were cumulative, were sepa- 
rated, and sentence on the latter was de- 
ferred until the Santa Fe sentence 
served. An appeal will be taken in the 
government Case. 

The defense asked that the sentences be 
made cumulative, instead of concurrent. 
There: were two cases in which the union 
men -were found guilty of contempt, the 
government case and the Santa Fe. Judge 
Woods entered an order which, if carried 
out, will give Debs one year in jail in- 
stead of six months, and the others six 
months instead of three. This point was 
purely technical, for the purpose of test- 
ing the legality of both sentences in the 
United States Supreme Court.

TACOMA ‘(Wash.,) Dec. 24.—Joseph P. 
Bennington, who was arrested Saturday at 
Eugene, Or., charged with forgery, is a 
Tacoma boy. 
allup. December 15, 1891, Bennington was 
sentenced to three years in the peniten- 
tlary for forgery committed in Tacoma, 
On April 5 of this year he was pardoned 
by Gov. McGraw for good conduct. While 
in the penitentiary he was one of Warden 
Coblentz’s trusties. It was thought that 
he had entirely reformed. While here, 
shortly after his release, he professed the 
deepest penitence for his crime, and sol- 
emnly announced that he intended to be a 
better man. : 

In the summer of 1891 he placed drafts 
for $3000, drawn on a Los Angeles house, 
in the First National Bank of Puyallup for 
collection. He succeeded in getting 
the bank to let him check out $400 on the 
draft, which subsequently proved to be a 
forgery. Chief of Police Smith, then a 
detective, traced the crime to Bennington, 
but his friends settled and he was ‘not 
prosecuted: In the fall of 1891 several 
forgeries were reported to the police. One 
of these checks, ‘which was for $125, came 
into the Tacoma National Bank from Gig 
Harbor, the name of Attorney L. A. Bron- 
son being sighed to it. The money was to 
be remitted by mail, as in the Eugene case. 
Detective Smith was given the case. 

A decoy letter was sent to Gig Harbor, 
and the next day Smith arrested Benning- 
ton, who confessed and made a statement, 
endeavoring to implicate his brother-in- 
law, now a merchant here. A long trial 
resulted in Bennfngton’s conviction and 
sentence, and the acquittal of the brother- 


in-law.

NEW YORK, ‘Dec. 24.— The wholesale 
terror in which New Yorkers hold the 
Lexow Committee is the capital stock of 
a new kind of blackmall. Some persons 
are threatened with accusation before the 
committee, while others are to get sub- 
poenas as witnesses if they refuse to 
pay. Nor are the “panatas’’ escaping. 
When thoy subscribed toward the traveling 
expenses of Katie Schubert and Mrs. 
Thurow, others who knew damaging facts 
were i ed to ask for free transporta- 
tion, or its equivalent in coin. 


A police captain told a reporter that he 
had been bullied, or threatened, by more 
than twenty keepers of disorderly houses. 
The women told him that if he nefused 
to pay them money they would go to John 
W. Goff and the Lexow Committee and 
accuse him of receiving bribes in return 
for protection. The captain said the prac- 
tice was becoming general, and that he 
had a number of fellow-sufferers. Some- 
times the demand for money was made in 
a begging way. The women declared that 
since the Lexow Committee had turned 
New York upside down, they had to go 
out of business, and were penniless. This 
was followed by a request for the restora- 
tion of some of the money they had to 
pay for pfotection. 2 

‘Certain lawyers in New York, practicing 
for the most part in the criminal courts, 
are being pillaged by the extortionists. 
Former sbhady' clients have asked for 
money, with the threat that if they were 
refused they would take the witness-stand 
and swear they had paid . extortionate 
sums for defense, and that other sums were 
obtained from them, on the pretext that 
the money would “fix” judges and court 
clerks. The unfortunates, believing that 
such a charge would injure their prac- 
tices and prejudice the bench and bar 
against them, have been bled. / 

Senator Lexow paid Recorder-elect Goff 
a visit today in connection with the future 
sessions of the Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee. He declined to make any state- 
ment further than that Superintendent 
Byrnes would be placed on the stand, 
probably on Wednesday. “‘When Super- 
intendent Byrnes has concluded his testi- 
mony,’’ said Senator Lexow, everybody 
will acknowledge that his examination has 
been satisfactory.” 

Goff said that if ail the testimony was 
taken by that time the committee would 
adjourn Friday, but if not the committee 
would sit on Saturday. The witnesses 
would be confined to the police force, and 
several citizens would testify to some 
startling facts. 


DR. PARKHURST NOT PLEASED. ° 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Dr. Parkhurst 
is not pleased with the prospect that the 
investigation of police corruption is to be 
stopped before the heads of the depart- 
ments have been called upon to testify, 
and still less is he pleased with the propo- 
sition which is said to be favored by mem- 
bers of the Lexow Committée that Super- 
intendent Byrnes be charged with re- 
organizing the department. Dri Parkhurst 
said today that he would not stop even 
when the Senate Committee did. He said 
that he believed the committee is about 
through with serious work. 

It is evident, and I am well informed,” 
he said, “‘that Superintendent Byrnes is 
to be subjected to only a perfunctory ex- 
amination, and that he it was who planned 
the confession of Capt. Schmittberger. 
Putting these things together, it looks 
very much like a deal. But there are 
other possible explanations of the changed 
spirit of the committee, and I do not 
care to say anything now about the mat- 
ter. My opinion of Superintendent Byrnes 
has not changed with the attitude of the 
committee. I had hoped to have had the 
investigation completed, not stopped, so I 
might have a rest. But if it is not. fin- 
ished by the committee, I will simply have 
to do it. ‘ 

“Of course I am free to do so. I am not 
bound by anything the committee may 
have to and I will continue my 
work until it is rightly ended. I am in 
doubt to what I shall do at the moment, 
partially because I dread a misrepresenta- 
tion of my motives. I would not have it 
thought that I am actuated by a mere 
prejudice against Superintendent Byrnes; 
but I do think that he is the head of the 
exposed police system as he is of the 
police force. A gentleman said to me re- 
cently that he would as soon think of ask- 
ing Satan’s advice on the reorganization 
of hell as Byrnes’s on the reorganization 
of or police. It expresses my opinion ex- 
actly. 

“There is no prejudice in my feelings 
against Byrnes, but I have met his power 
of opposition to works of reform at many 
points, and hence I have gained a 
knowledge of him which has been such as 
to make me hold aloof from any alliance 
with him, and I will not be restrained 
now by any co-operation with- him that 
may be accepted by others.“ 

John T. W. Goff, . Recorder-elect and 
chief counsel to the Lexow Committee, de- 
clined to discuss, admit or deny the story 
published today to the effect that his re- 
lations with his associate counsel, Frank

Thomas H. Williams, Jr., Says He 
Will Land the ex-Guardian 
in Jail.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24.— Lou can 
say for me that, if there be any law in 
this State to punish a man for robbing an 
insane woman, I will have Porter Ashe in 
San Quentin before he is many months 
older.“ That is one of the remarks made 
by Thomas H. Williams, Jr. It indicates 
that much more than what has already 
been related. may still be said of the af- 
fairs of the unfortunate Sarah Althea 
Terry, whose dramatic career seemed to 
end when she entered the gates of the 
asylum at Stockton. 

It is a matter of recent news that Mr. 
Williams was appointed the temporary 
guardian of the affairs of Mrs. Sarah Al- 
thea Terry, widow of Judge David. 8. 
Tecry, who was killed while assaulting 
Justice Stephen J. Field, four years ago. 
He expects the Superior Court to make 
him her permanent guardian on Friday 
next. When he made his appeal, he pre- 
ferred serious charges against R. Porter 
Ashe, who has been acting as Mrs. Terry's 
guardian for three years. He accused 
Ashe of many reprehensible acts, and 
plainly took him to task for alleged dis- 
honesty. In his petition he did not enter 
into details. 

_He will have much more to relate when 
the affair is investigated, and he says that 
he will push the matter to the end to 
prove his charges against Ashe. He ac- 
cuses the latter of having plundered the 
estate of Mrs. Terry. He has in his pos- 
session certain documents which look none 
too pleasant for Ashe. When the latter is 
heard he may have an. explanation to 
make. Williams says that Ashe pawned a 
gold watch belonging to Judge Terry and 
jewelry. belonging to his widow, applying 
the proceeds to his own uses. He has re- 
ceipts and checks to prove some of his 
charges, one of which is that a carload of 
Mrs. Terry's personal effects were removed 
from her home in Fresno by Ashe and 
never seén —4 although Ashe made no 
accounting of the valuables. ‘ 

“Ashe has been masquérading as a mill- 
jonaire for years,“ said Williams. “He 
hasn't a cent, and is using this women’s 
money to cut a figure. I know him; and 
know just where he stands. He shall be 
called to acount for every one of her be- 
longings, and he may find to his sorrow 
that my sources of information regarding 
him have been startlingly accurate. These 
things have disappeared. .Agshe is responsi- 
ble for them before the law. I would 
rather be a stage robber than steal that 
way,” was Williams's angry conclusion.

Then strain it off and add 
‘one pound of raisins and three pounds of 
brown sugar. As soon as it is cool mix 
in one tablespoonful of hop yeast. Cork 
tightly and do not use for six months.

CARROT PLUM PUDDING. 

One pound suet cho ped ine. 

One pound carrots boiiel and rubbed: 
through a colander (weigh carrots before

One-half pound currants. 

One-half pound sifted four. 

Four tablespoons brown sugar. 

One egg. 

One tablespoon each of mace, cinnamon 
and ginger. 

Put on early, keep covered with hot 
water and boil until firm.

This same charming home 
fairy always sprinkles a pinch of sugar 
over steak as it is broiling and the im- 
provement is decided.

Ar THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER.—Alexander 
Salvini, familiar to our stage in such 
roles as D’Artagnan, in “The Three 
Guardemen, and as Don Caesar de Bazan, 
the devil-may-care adventurer of Spain, 
revealed himself last night as a tragedy” 
player of such force, fire and vividness 
as to compel a compliment rare, indeed, 
that of three curtain calls after the close 
of the last act. 

The drama of Ruy Blas“ is a splendid 
creation, worthy the genius of the great 
Hugo, ‘whose power and brilliancy em- 
bellish the lines and situations until they 
are alert with life—so alert, indeed, that 
one for the nonce forgets that the. in- 
triguings and machinations are but fig- 
ments of a great mind’s fancy, and not 
real plottings at the court of Spain. 

In the title role Mr. Salvimi achieves a 
masterly success. There is nought of the 
swashbuckler or the dashing Gascon about 
his conception of this great part. In- 
stead, it is so earnest and impressive 
as to have an air of somberness, and 
throughout, it bears the stamp of an un- 
mistakable and unqualified genius. In his 
etriking figure, and in the flash of his 
dark eyes one sees the Ruy Blas of Vic- 
tor Hugo's fancy, set out in such form 
and fashion as to thrill and touch and 
charm. 

Looking upon these forceful scenes the 
drama takes on importance, character, 
human interest. One forgets that the 
stage is gradually being given over to the 
clatter of buzz-saws and the thud of pile- 
drivers; to the splits and high kicking 
of scantily-garbed soubrettes; to the in- 
ane witticisnis of “funny men’’—indeed, 
it quite seems as though the stage had 
come to its own again, and the auditor 
revels in. the delight of a seeming that 
bears the impress of great thoughts ex- 
pressed with genius, intelligence and 
study. 

There are few more enthralling and pic- 
turesque characters known to the drama 
than that of Ruy Blas, the lackey in 
love with a queen—a lackey with the 
soul of a courtier and the heart of a 
gentleman. His first appearance before 
the detestable and dastardly Don Salluste 
is striking. and “bears the very air of 
tragedy, as played by Salvini. One feels 
that behind that pair of eyes there are 
deeps of thought, and that in the soul 
of this man slumbers the very force that 
later on is presented with such graphic 
ability. He wins favor at once. but, in 
the third act, when he flays with words 
of scorn, the venal and self-seeking coun- 
cillors, he rises to a splendid height. 
Equally powerful and engaging is the deli- 
cious love scene with the queen, in the 
same act, a scene made beautiful, indeed, 
by his sweet and gracious foil. But this 
act reaches a well-worked-out climax in 
the scene with Don Salluste, who so 
puts upon the masquerading lackey that 
he suffers the tortures of the doubly 
daimned—the imperious command to close 
the window, the exasperating order to 
pick up the handkerchief—how one suffers 
with the gallant and high-minded menial, 
who is but just now expressing great 
thoughts for Spain and its robbed and 
outraged people, only to have his spirit 
crushed and his sensibilities trampled on 
by the haughty Don, in the dress of a 
marquis, but with a soul of a lackey. 
Mr. Salvini's playing in this scene re- 
ceived five calls of the curtain, a com- 
pliment richly and royally deserved. 

The scene in the fourth act, when Don 
Salluste reveals himself to the queen in 
the chambers of the false Don Caesar, is 
most thrilling. It is as great a bit of 
acting as has been seen here in many 
a day—vivid with passion, fire and force 
and when Ruy Blas has killed the damna- 
ble Don Salluste, cast his miserable body 
over the parapet, and stands panting with 
smoking sword in hand, the plaudits that 
ring through the house for a full twenty 
seconds show how effective has been the 


playing. 

Wiliam Redmund is an excellent Don 
Caesar, his scene in the fourth act being 
one of the best in the play. It earned a 
double curtain call last night. Eleanor 
Moretti, sweet, gracious, womanly, full 
of gentle dignity and fair to look upon, 
divided the 2 with the star. Elmer 
Delamater was excellent as Don Salluste, 
and Ben Johnson made a clever Count of 
Alba. The other members of the com- 
pany were efficient, and the entire per- 
formance was a dramatic delight. 

Tonight Mr. Salvini will appear in his 
great part of D’Artagnan, the dashing 
guardsman.

The Woman an Eye-witness of the 
Deed—The Murderer Surrenders 
to the Sheriff—His Ver- 
sion of the Affair. 


A terrible story of fighting and murder 
was reported from Artesia yesterday, and 
the Sheriff's and Coroner's offices were 
for a time all alertness and excitement, 
then quiet was restored, and their usual 
systematic and cool proceedings were be- 
gun, to intercept the murderer, and ob- 
tain all the information possible against | 
him. But the murderer did not try to 
make his escape, and no trouble whatever 
was given the officers. He hunted up 
Deputy Sheriff Scofield Holgate, and sur- 
rendered, with the request that he be 
immediately taken to Los Angeles. His 
neme is Ralph W. Secker, and he killed 
James Huston. Holgate lodged his pris- 
oner in the County Jail, and he was re- 
turned there, after attending the in- 
quest held yesterday morning. 

The story developed by the Coroner's 
jury is a peculiar and sensational one, 
and many express the belief that Secker | 
was so much justified in killing Huston 
that he will never be convicted of mur- 
der. According to Secker’s and other 
witnesses’ evidence, Huston has been per- 
sistently annoying the former in various 
ways, and by endeavoring to persivade 
Secker’s wife to elope with him. Still 
they were not in open enmity, and it 
was not until Sunday night that Huston 
got violent in his actions. On that day 
he sent for Secker and his family to 80 
over to his place and visit himself and 
his nephew, the two men being engage | 
there cutting wood. Secker was in Nor- 
walk, but took his wife and three chil- 
dren and went out to Huston's ranch. 
Meanwhile, the latter had been drinking 
a great deal of wine he had procured from 
some passing hunters, and drank much 
more after Secker's arrival. Secker bad 
occasion to leave the house fer some 
time, just after arriving, and by the time 
of his return Huston was fighting drunk. 
He seized Secker as soon as he re-entered 
the door, threw him on the bed and 
beat bim fearfully about the head and 
face. Secker is a much smaller man 
than Huston, and was unable to offer 
any great resistance, so the powerful 
brute who was beating him was able 


to do his will with him. He 
got up from bed and tried 
to get away by going outside. 
Huston followed, and, after knocking 


him down and kicking him repeatedly left 
Secker half dead, and started back to in- 
dulge his passion for his victim’s wife. 
He grasped her by her arm and hurried 
her from the house far down the road. 
There the wife stopped him and endcav- 
ored to persuade him to release her and 
keep quiet. Huston had been long trying 
to persuade her to leave her husband 
and go to him. and had villified Secker 
in every way. She was reported to have 
been rather too intimate with Huston, and 
as she now refuses to talk. what conver-

hope it is only temporarily that we are 
brought face to face with a state of 
affairs that reminds us all too forci- 
bly of the conditions that prevail in 
the overcrowded cities of Europe. 
Meantime, it would be shameful to 
admit that the United States is unabie 
to face and grapple with a problem 
that has been solved in several Euro- 
pean countries. 

These tramps who wander over the 
country are not all voluntary va- 
grants. Quite a proportion of them 
have been driven to this course of life 
by necessity. Through The Times is at 
present being distributed a large 
quantity of cast-off clothing which has 
been contributed by thoughtful citi- 
zens for this purpose, the parties who 
receiva it being in some cases indorsed 
by the Associated Charities. The 
other day a good-looking young man 
came in and Applied for some cast-off 
}dothes. His story, which was ex- 
tracted from him with some difficulty, 
was a sorry one. He had been a rail- 
road man, and during the recent 
strike, being a member of the A. R. 
U., had gone with the others, not wil- 
lingly, but because he feared the con- 
sequences if he should stay in his 
place. After this he was unable to 
get any work, and went to sleep in 
a box-car at the depot, where he was 
arrested and given thirty days in the 
chain gang. Having no change of 
clothes, he was unable to wash him- 
self or his clothing, and became in- 
fested with vermin, which swarm in 
the City Jail by the millions. After 
he had served his term he took a coal- 
oil can, went down to the river, boiled 
his clothes, and then went out to hunt 
again for work, but was unsuccessful, 
and rather than risk a night’s lodg- 
ing in the vermin-infested hole which 
is called a jail, he again took refuge 
‘in a box-car. Once more he was ar- 
rested and given another thirty days 
in the chain-gang. 

This man said: “I don't want to beg: 
I am willing to work; I have nothing 
to eat; I have no place to sleep in; 
what shall 1 do?“ This is by no means 
an isolated case. It is a disgrace to 
our civilization that such things should 
exist. On this Christmas day, when 
the tables groan under their weight 
of good things, surely the thought that 
some of our fellow-citizens, who by 
force of circumstances have been 
brought down to such a level of. ab- 
ject poverty, are absolutely without, 
the means of subsistence, should cause 
some of our people.to decide that they 
will do their utmost to remedy; this 
state of affairs, at least as far as Los 
Argeles is concerned. The Associated | 
Charities is doing good work, but it 
is not enough. There should be work 
sufficient to supply board and lodging 
to every man who is willing to work. 

The following. from the New York 
Sun, shows what is being done in this 
direction in New York: 

“The Orange Bureau of Associate 
Charities is fitting up the house at No. 
59 William street as a lodging-house, 
and a shower-bath is being put in. A 
woodpile will also be opened. Before 
a man who applies for lodgings will 
get anything to eat or a bed he will 
have to do a certain amount of work 
in payment. After his work is done 
he will be taken to the shower-bath, 
where an assistant will see that he is 
thoroughly washed. . After he has had 
a good meal he will be sent to bed. 
While he is sleeping his clothes will 
be put in a steam vat and thoroughly 


he has had a good breakfast the man 
may start ont clean to look for work. 
This plan is expected to help the. 
worthy and discourage tramps.” 

Why cannot something of the same 
kind be done in Los Angeles? In the 
meantime, we must again express re- 
gret that the present City Council 
should have been so extremely sensi- 
tive in regard to its responsibility in 
this direction. The work suggested is 
of vastly more practical use and ne- 
cessity than the public appropriation 
which has been kept up for the Free 
Labor Bureau. Let us hope that 
the incoming Council will not be af- 
flicted with so many scruples in regard 
to an undertaking which would have 
the warm approval of nine-tenths of 
the citizens of Los Angeles. 


“We want an organization of an- 
archists in every city and town,” 
shouted Mowbray, the English anar- 
chist, at a meeting in New York on 
Sunday. “We want,” he added, men 
who can expound the principles of au- 
aichy in English.” The latter want 
is not easily supplied. As to the for- 
mer. what is most needed, just now, 
is an organization of United States 
officials, backed by United States 
laws, which will bundle every alien 
anarchist, including Charles Mow- 
bray, out of this country. 


Workingmen throughout the East 
are disgusted with John Burns, the 
British labor “leader,” who has de- 
voted a goodly portion of his time 
since reaching these shores to sneers 
at America and American institu- 
tions. Yet Burns has done infinitely 
less to deserve the ill-will of American 


Gompers, and dozens of other 70 
called labor leaders.” If American 
workingmen would repudiate all of 
these scheming and selfish “leaders,” 
they would be vastly better off. 


The Central Labor Federation held 
a meeting in New York, Sunday night, 
at which red banners were displayed, 
wreathed in laurel leaves. Judge 
Woods was bitterly denounced for 
sentencing Debs to six months’ im- 
prisonment. It is very appropriate 
that the red flag of anarchy should be 
conspicuously in evidence at a gath- 
ering which championed Debs and de- 
nounced the judge who sentenced him. 


The Japanese government is natur- 
ally sugpicious of China’s professions 
in favor of peace, having learned 
that China is negotiating for the pur- 
chase of the entire Chilean navy. But 
Japan should not object to the pur- 
chase. It will simply add to the 
strength of the Japanese navy, when 
the cruel war is over. 


Senator Hill thinks that when the 
new Republican Senate is organized 
it will promptly amend the rules in 
such manner as to permit the trans- 
action of business without factious and 
unnecessary delay. Senator Hill's 
head is plumb on this proposition, at 
least. His prophecy -will probably be 
fulfilled. 


Of the 5117.000000, or thereabout. 
received by the Treasury Department 
for U. S. bonds this year, nearly 870, 
000,000 have been used to pay the 
current expenses of the government, 
and the remainder seems likely to “zo 
glimmering” by the same route.

Gen. Booth’s Last Day in 
Los ‘Angeles.

The Chief’s Parting Advice to His 


Confreres of the Salva- 
tion Army. 


The Closing Meeting in Simpson Thb- 
ernacle was Very Largely At- 
tended—The Commander’s 
Future Movements. 


Great men are they ' who seé that 
spiritual is stronger than any material 
force; that thought rules the world.“ — 
(Progress of Culture,“ R. W. Emerson. 
The world has pronoupced upon the 
life and character of Gen. William Booth, 
who has belted the globe with an army 
who scorn the world and worldly ways, 
and yesterday, in bidding farewell to 
his confreres of the army, and the very 
many non-militant friends who were also 
present, he clearly indicated that, accord- 
ing to Emerson’s dictum, his name is 
entitled to be enrolled on the scroll of 
fame with the truly great. 

Possessed of little oratorical power, as 
generally understood; having no grace of 
manner, and oftimes making a lapsus 
linguae that grates harshly on the ear, 
he yet has the power to hold spell-bound 
mighty audiences, whose attention is riv- 
eted and judgment enchained. How does 
he do it? By the terrible—aye, the word 
is used advisedly—the terrible’ earnest- 
ness with which he prosecutes his labors. 
The sinking of self and the elevation of 
the cauce he is advocating, the bitter, 
unrelenting hatred he has against all 
forms of sin, and the far-reaching love 
he has for all classes of sinners. These, 
with the strong magnetic attraction, which 
a plain, unvarnished statement of truthful 
act bas for human kind, is sufficient ex- 
planation of Gen. Booth’s hold over the 
masses. In address he is ever lucid, 
and does not hesitate to condemn evil, 
whether in high places or not. Some of 
his epig tic sayings are clean-cut; 
for instance, when he said, on Sunday,

© many men engaged in evangelistic 
work, Gen. Booth has a strong antipathy 
for “isms” of all sorts. During his fare- 
well address, yesterday, he strongly dep- 
recated the smattering of science with 
which the human mind is being burdened 
just now in the countless stream of maga- 
zines and books pouring from the press. 
He echoed the sentiment of good, old 
Roger. Some of his words, too, while 
comparing the army methods with those 
of the regular church, might readily be 
taken as a mild “roasting” administered 
to the denominational ministers, one or 
two ef whom were present yesterday for 
the first lime. Altogether the meeting 
was delightfully informal in character, 
albeit that may seem somewhat indefinite 
considering that informality is the one 
distinguishing and predominating char- 
acteristic of army meetings everywhere. 

After the opening hymn Dr. Campbell 
of the First Methodjst Church, led in 
prayer, and was followed by the general. 
Inspired by the prayer, made up as it was 
of clear-cut, well-defined requests for an 
outpouring of the spirit, and thanks for 
what had been done in the past, cries of 
Praise the Lord! That's so!“ and Hal- 
lelujahs! resounded over the hall. 

A quartette composed of Col. Lawley, 
Majs. Halpin and Malan and Capt. Taylor, 
then sang the old army favorite:

We welcome you as the instrument in the 
hands of Providenge for establishing an 
army which has been able to save harlots, 
drunkards and criminals, and grapple with 
the social problem in a practical, common- 
sense way. We honor you as the only 
man who enjoys the proud distinction of 
having done more than any single indi- 
vidual, to carry.the gospel of Jesus Christ 
into slums of cities. Your army has 

ched the submerged tenth; it has taught 
men and women to ignore self-ease and 
self-pleasures, and plunge into the sea of 
iniquity and save those who have sunken 
to the depths. You have been the hero 
under Christ who has brought the Sal- 
vation Army out triumphant over preju- 
dice and passion, over times and numbers 
and the powers of the pit. From London 
the army has extended into all countries. 
It is in forty-two countries, presided over 
by 11,000 officers. Its soldiers are found 
everywhere, and the drum beat of the 
Salvation Army follows the sun around 
the earth. Ridicule has changed to relief. 
Sneers have changed to amiles. Jeers have 
given way to Jesus. Twenty years ago 
they gave-the army rotten eggs, now they 
give it roaring enthusiasm. 

We congratulate you that from New 
York to Los Angeles you have received 
such a grand and enthusiastic ovation. 
We welcome you to the land of sunshine 
and flowers.’ 

Gen. Booth, having returned thanks for 
the sympathy shown in the presentation 
of the address, gave a sketchy outline of 
his early experiences. He became con- 
verted himeelf, and then led his sister 
and mother to the cross. He urged that 
all should work. To keep your feet 
“you must work and feel the responsibility 
of saving souls. God has given me heart 
for such work, and it’s wonderful how 
the desire continues, for I'm as eager 
today as ever. It’s told of one man—but 
don't put this on the Salvation Army— 
that he was so eager to save the souls 
of men that, witnessing the sin and mis- 
ery, he said: ‘Well, if Jesus Christ won't 
save them, I'll save them myself.“ That's 
the spirit to go to work with. It's us lazy 
beggars that do so little, but I charge you, 
and I'll never see you again until I 
see you in the great morning, to keep 
true to your Lord.’’ 

“When kind things are said about me 
by royalties, philanthropists, humanita- 
rians and the great ones of the earth, 
I take it all as a tribute to Jesus Christ, 
and say ‘All right.“ Now, get down and 
see if I can do you some good.“ Not 
that I am ungrateful—the sympathy of all 
good men is to be valued, but all this 
has comme about through not forsaking the 
one object of saving souls. 

“I thank you all for your good words. 
I think we do deserve sympathy, dut 
sometimes a word is said that seems to 
indicate that a feeling exists that the 
army is a rival to the churches. Now, 
with such a -vulger, uncultured lot, how 
can we rival such bodies of people as 
fill the churches? Such superb buildings 
as this we're in, such clever ministers, 
such cultured audiences—why, we can't do 
it, that’s all. But we're not the outcome 
of any schism, quarrel or reform party. 
We do not even draw from the churches, 
for every one we take we give back ten. 
In India alone, I know of sixteen mission- 
aries, who received their training in the 
army. Some think we ought to be an 
appendage to the church—so many jack- 
als, as it were—and I thought eo at 
first. 1 got some men from the saloons— 
and I got some beauties—and sent them 
to the churches, but somehow they 
wouldn't go; then the churches wouldn't 
have them when they did go, and finally 
I found I wanted them, myself.“ * 

Proceeding to defire the work of the 
church today the ge:.eral said that, realiza- 
tion in their hearts of what,is professed 
with the head; consecration of self and 
all one’s possessions; the witnessing to 
the truth within, and the fighting spirit, 
are what are needed today. He gave it 
as his belief that men and women do not 
have an unbelief in God so much as an 
unbelief in Godly people. The ministers 
of Los Angeles, said he, can turn this 
city upside down if you will. Go,on and 
we will help you; the Salvation Army can 
beat the drum, anyway, if we can't do 
anything else. The devil's in possession. 
and he is not going to give up without a 
fight. Then fight and fight on—fight on— 
fight on, and the speaker lifted: up his 
arms in defiance. “If you're beaten on 
Monday, commence again on Tuesday. God 
bless you all, let us all pray.“ 

The general made a very moving a 
‘for assistance to fight the powers of evil, 
and for blessings upon all the agencies for 
good. In asking for a rich downpour of 
blessing upon the United States he paused, 
and then over and over again he repeated 
the request, while fervent amens were 
breathed forth from the throats of the 
hundreds of kneeling soldiers. 


AN ARMY GENERAL'S LABORS. 


Since ‘his first meeting on ‘this conti- 
nent held in St. Johns, Newfoundignd) 
September 21, Gen. Booth has addressed 
210 meetings, attended by 286,000 people. 
His itinerary includes eighty cities, and 
the trip will consume about six months. 
He has traveled 12,286 miles, and con- 
sumed 546 hours in railway travel. In 
addition to his public addresses he has 
devoted 276 hours to attending to business 
details, has written 214 letters, nearly all 
with his own hand, has written ten arti- 
cles for the periodical press, and has sub- 
mitted to 137 interviews. It will de 
seen that Gen. Booth's time is fully oc- 
cupied, and only by reducing everything 
to a systematic business basis is he able 
to carry out all plans laid out for him in 
their entirety. 

Last evening the general with his staff- 
officers, and accompanied by Brig. Kep- 
pel, left by the night train for Sacra- 
mento. As the year ends he will cross 
the line onto Canadian territory, and will 
address his first meeting in the new year 
on January % at Vancouver. From there 
he will work his way east, and will leave 
New York for England February 27. ;

Last Meeting of the Old 
School Board. 


Superintendent Search Sends in a 
Communication Defining 
His Position. 


Mrs. Hughes Calls Attention to Cer- 
tain Informalities in an Ap- 
pointment—That High 
School ntract.

The last regular meeting of the present 
school board assembled last night not 
long after the time set, with Messrs. 
Buehler and Platt the only absentees. 

A communication from H. C. Witm:r, 
representing a committee, in regard to 
moving back the BroadWay fence in front 
of the Spring-street schooh.io conform to 
the new line, was filed. 

Superintendent Search presented the 
following communication, which was ad- 


“Mrs. Hughes and gentlemen: Atten- 
tion is called to the fact that, since. the 
last meeting of this board, the Mayor cf 
Los Angeles has returned to the Council 
without approval the ordinance calling for 
an election upon the issuance of improve- 
ment bonds; and hence the time is favor- 
‘able toa new submission of the recommen- 
dations of this board. Upon December 17 
the Council appointed a special committee 
to confer with the Building Committee ot 
the school board, which conference was 
held in an informal way on December 18, 
attended by Messrs. Stein, Wills and Ash- 
man, of the Board of Education, and the 
Superintendent of Schools. At this con- 
ference nothing definite was accomplished, 
but the Council, through their commit- 
tee, asked that the Board of Education re- 
consider the building needs of the schools, 
and submit the same in new recommenda- 
tions at another joint conference, which 
they request shall be held December 26. 

“I beg to state that the Superintendent 
is preparing for the Board of Bducation a 
detailed statemont of the actual conditton 
of the schools as they now are. This 


simply the enrollment and attendance of 
pupils at the various buildings, which 
have been rendered complicated and un- 
reliable, because of the immense number 
of accommodation permits granted to pu- 
pils for attendance at buildings outside 
of their proper districts; but will be based 
upon the actual residence of children as 
shown by reports gathered from their re- 
spective teachers during the past few 
This statement of condifion will 
be accompanied by recommendations made 
in the light of all information now possi- 
ble by this extension of time. 0 
“Your superintendent will also submit 
plans for such new buildings, illustrated 
by designs and general specifications of the 
model schoolhouses of the United States, 
to which he has access through the kind- 
ness of the National Commissioner of Edu- 
cation. 
“With this statement of forthcoming 
policy I recommend that all further con- 
sideration of this matter, excepting possi- 
bly a statement of this board’s past posi- 
tion, be deferred until after the re-organ- 
ization of the board. I am in hearty ac- 
cord with the past position of 8 rin- 
tendents Friesner and Brown and this 
board in the statement of needs up to the 
date of the filed recommendations; but 
with a new board to be installed within 


before the Council without consultation 
with such incoming new members would 
be nothing less than rank discourtesy.

Not that the prison 
is not clean, the fare good and the treat- 
ment kind, but that the sanitdry condition 
of the placo is something vile. Besides 
that, the capacity of the cells and tanks 
ought to be limited to forty or fifty in- 
mates, and often they are crammed with 
filthy, illsmelling drunks and hobos, so 
that, it is a wonder some do not die 
there. 

Last night there were 130 persons con- 
fined in the prison, sixty-three of whom 
were sandwiched into a cell 14x20 fect 
in dimensions, and a new jail and police 
headquarters ‘would be the finest New 
Year's present the police force could do- 
sire.

The 
deepening gloom and increasing - sterility 
following the downward progress of the 
sun in the heavens disposed the minds of 
men. to» congratulation at, the arrival of 
that period when, as experience had taught 
them, he had reached the lowest point of 
influence with reference to them. Pros- 
pects of renewed light, warmth and vege- 
tation assured by his: returning march 
were hailed by signs of thanksgiving and 
the voice of mirth. 

Lienwrg appointed Christmas to take 
the place of the usual winter feast, and 
to give importance to it he ordered that a 
commemoration of the birth of Christ 
should be observed on it. Other Christian 
feasts were also instituted to replace those 
of the Druidical religion, and as the latter 
was Episcopal Lienrwg organized the 
Christian church on the same model in 
order again to please his people and get 
them to accept its tenets. As they had an 
archdruid, whose authority was paramount, 
he appointed an archbishop; also bishops 
to correspond to another grade of Druids, 
and rectors to correspond with those 
priests who came very closely in contact 
with the people; and this was the begin- 
ning of Episcppacy. 

On Christmas day, 1065, that grand mau- 
soleum, not of England only, but of the 
Anglo-Saxon race—Westminster Abbey— 
was dedicated with much form and cere- 
mony, in the presence of Queen Elgitha, 
and ever since that event Christmas has 
been honored’ with both religious and so- 
cial observance. ‘ ‘ 

THE LORD OF MISRULE REIGNS. 

As time advanced our ancestora deemed 
these Christmas celebrations of the utmost 
importance, and so much earhestness was 
bestowed upon the préparations, tnat a 
special officer was appointed to superin- 
tend the ceremonies at court. He was 
distinguished in England by the. title of 
Lord of Misrule,”’ Abbot of Misrule.“ 
or Master of Merry Disports.“ The same 
officer had his equivalent in Scotland in 
the “Abbot of Unreason, and bears a 
clase resemblance to the Abbas Stulto- 
rum.“ who presided over the feast of fools 
in France, and the Abbe de la Maigour- 
verne, who ruled. the sports in certain 
provinces of the kingdom. 

There is a resemblance beiween the 
Lord of Misrule“ and that ruler or king 
who was appointed to preside over the 
sports at the Roman Saturaalia. Faber 
speaks of him as originating in an old 
Persico-Gothic festival in honor of Buddha 
and Purchas in his Pilgrimage, and as 
quoted in the Aubrey mauyscripts, says 
the custom is deduced from the ‘feast in 
Babylon, kepi in honor of the Goddess Dor- 
cetha for five days together,. during which 
time the masters were under the dna nion 
of their servants, one of which is usually 
sett over the rest and royally clothed, and 
was called Sogan, that is, Great Prince.“ 

In a most rare old hook entitled “The. 
Anatomie of Abuses,“ by one Philip Stubs, 
published in London in 1585, a quatat pic- 
ture of the Lord of Misrule is given from 
the Puritan standpoint.  .. 

First,“ says good Master Stubs, ali 
the wilde heades of the parishe corvent- 
ynge together, chuse them a grand capi- 
taine (of mischief) whom they ennoble 
with the titlee of My -.orde of Misserule, 
and hym they crown with great solem- 
nitie, and adont for their kyng. This 
kyng, annoynted, chuseth for the twentie, 
fourtic, three score, or a hundred lustie 
guttes like to hymself, to waite upon his 
lordely maiestie, and to guard his noble 
persone. Then every one of these his 
menne he investeth with his iveries of 
greene, yellowe or some other light, wan- 
ion colour. 
gaudy enough, I should sate, they be- 
decke themselves with ssarffes, ribons and 
laces, hanged all over with gold rynges, 
precious stones and other jewelles; this 
doen, they tye about cither legze twen- 
tie or fourtie.. belles. with rich 
bandkerchiefes in their handes, and some- 
tymes laied over their shoulders and 
neckes, borrowed for the most parte of 
their pretie Mopsies and Joovng Bessies, 
for bussyng them in the darcke.. Thus 
thinges sette in order, they have their 
hobbie horses, dragons and other antiques, 
together with thelr bandie pipers, and 
thunderyng drommers, to strike up the 
Deville's Daunce withall, then marche 
these heathen companic towards the 
church and church yarde, ‘their pipers 
Pipyng, drommers thunderyng, their 
stumppes dauncyng; their belles jyngiyng, 
their handkerchiefs swyngyng about their 
heades like madmen, their bobble horses 
and other monsters skirmishyng amongst 
the throng, and in this sorte they goe 
to the churche (though the minister bee 
at praier or preachyng) dauncyng and 
swingyng their handkercheefes over their 
heades, in the churche, like devilles in- 
carnate, with suche a confused noise 
that no man can heare his owne voice. 
Then the foolighe people, they looke, 
they stare, they laugh, they fleere, 
and mount upon formes.and pewes, to 
see these goodly pageants solemnised in 
this sort.” * 

Such goings-on scandalized the Puritanic 
mind, and, as the human mind was con- 
stituted then as now, it is extremely prob- 
able that the merry-mekers had addi- 


tional zest imparted to their frolies by the 


djstaste and aversion displayed by the 
iconoclastic Puritans. Be that as it may 
the. list of sports included ‘“‘juggiers and 
jack-puddings, scrambling for nuts and 
apples, dancing the ‘uobby-harse. the fool- 
plow, hot cockles, blind man's buff, or- 
feits, thread-my-needle, Nan, feed the

dove, hunt the slipper, shoeing the wild 
mare, post and pair, snap-dragon, mock 
plays,“ and a variety of others. 

THE CHRISTMAS CHEER. 

The good cheer of the olden days was a 
matter of serious consideretion. Rites of 
weighty import attended the bringing of 
the boar's head, and the peacock with his 
gorgeous train was a royal dish, brought 
to the festal board by fair and dainty 
hands. Over the gorg2ously plumaged 
bird the knights errant swore to do and 
die for ther ladyes fayre,“ whence came 
the path of Justice Shallow, “By cock and 
pie.“ In the time of thé Second Charles 
turkeys and capons became regular dishes 
with plum pudding and mince pie. Both 
of the latter, however, with the wassail- 
bowl are surrounded by tradition which, 
in the care of mince or shrid pie, are 
hoary with age. 

Dyspepsia was an unknown quantity in 
those days, for the Newcastle Chronicle, 
1770, gives the following recipe for a 
Christmas pye,“ which to modern organs 
of digestion might be rather trying: Two 
bushels of flour, 20 pounds of butter, 4 
geese, 2 turkeys, 2 rabbits, 4 wild duck, 
2 woodcocks, 6 snipe, 4 partridges, 2 neats 
tongues, 2 curlews, 7 blackbirds and 6 
pigeons, with eggs, sugar, raisins, lemons, 
oranges and various kinds of spices. It 
weighed twelve stone.. 


DRAWING THE YULE-LOG. 


To keep Christmas in orthodox fashion 
the ceremonies attending the drawing 
home of the yule-log mast not be omitted. 
The huge log, which, in ancient times was 
frequently the root of a large tree, was 
introduced into the house with great cére- 
mony, and to the sound of music. Her- 
rick's direction is: 

“Come, bring with a noise 
My merrie, merrie boys, 

The Christmas log to the firing; 
While my good dame she 
Bids you all be free 

And drink to your heart’s desiring.” 

The log was to be lighted with a brand 
of the last year’s log, which had been 
laid carefully aside for the purpose. The 
yule-log was considered as sanctifying the 
roof tree, and was probably considered a 
protection against those evil spirits over 
whom this season was a triumph. Unless 
lit with clean hands, however, no virtue 
inhered in it. The authority already 
quoted says: 

Wash your hands or else the fire 
Will not tend to your desire; 
UEnwash'd hands, ye maidens, know, 
Dead the fire, though ye blow.“ 

Around the fire, when duly lighted, the 
hospitalities of the evening were extended. 
All were welcome, and the poor found 
ready welcome within the gates of the 
rich. The yule-log is still lighted in many 
parts of England, and is one of the cus- 
toms which is to some extent observed in 
this country. 

TRADITIONS AND SUPERSTITIONS. 

No day in the year is so hallowed by 
sweet memories as the day upon which 
the birth of Christ is celebrated, and 
around it cling many varied customs, tra- 
ditions and superstitions. Many of these 
have entirely disappeared, and we can 
note the extinetion of others that are being 
blotted out in the change of manners of 
the new generations. 

In the ‘southern counties of England the 
notion holds that the oxen are to be found 
kreeling in their stalls at midnight of this 
vigil, as in adoration of the nativity. 
Bees, too, are popularly said to express 
their veneration by singing!“ in their 
hives at midnight: and in ‘Derbyshire it is 
claimed that a watcher may hear the ring- 
ing of subterranean bells. In the mining 
districts the workmen declare that high 
mass is solemnly performed in that cavern 
containing the richest lode of ore; that it 
is lighted up with candles, and that the 
service is chanted by unseen choristers. 

Here is a rude Scotch custom and super- 
stition: “A huntsman cometh into the 
hall, with a fox and a purse-net with a 
cat, both bound at the end of a staff, and 
with them nine or ten couple of hounds, 
with the blowing of hunting horns; and 
the fox and cat. are set upon by the 
hounds and killed beneath the fre.“ In 
‘Ane Compendious Boke of Godly and 
Spiritual Songs. Edinburgh, 1621, are the 
following lines referring to this pageant: 
“The hunter is Christ that hunts in haet, 
The hurds are Peter an! Pawle, 

The paip is the fox, Rome is the Rox 
That’rubbis us ou the gall.“ 

Christmas day is of great importance, 
in popular lore, as one on which prognus- 
tications may safely be made as to the 
prospects during the ensuing year. Two 
curious unsnaown date, found 
among the Harleian SS. ia the British 
Museum, recapitulate these ideas. which 
found currency, probably, during the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. In- 
asmuch as Christmas falls on Tuesday 


| this vear, the verse devoted to it is repro- 


duced: 

“If Christmas day on Tuesday be, 

That year shall many women die, 

And that winter grow great marvels; 
Ships shall be in great perils; 

That year shall kings and. lords be slain, 
And many other people near them. 

A dry summer that year shall be, 

As all who are born therein may see; 
They shall be strong and covetous. 

If thou steal aught, thou losest thy life, 
For thou shalt die through sword or knife,

Germany, as well as in Scandinavia, it 
is believed that the child born on Christ- 
mas will be able to see spirits, and con- 
trol Deaths on this day are omin- 
ous of many deaths in the parish dur- 


ing the following twelvemonth. 


In Germany it is said that the Goddess 
Holder visits each house during the 
twelfth tide. Some say the spinning wheel 
should be left full, when she will open 
the yarn; others that no flax should be 
left on the distaff. In Denmark no wheel 
must turn from Christmas to New Year's. 

One of the quaintest of customs and 
one still observed in some of the northern 
counties of England, is called “Going 
about with the vessel cup.“ "oor women 
and girls take two dolls, representing the 
virgin mother and the infant Jesus and 
go about from house to house during 
Christmas week singing the following 
quaint old carol, and at its conclusion 
receiving in a small cup ihe gifts of their 
patrons:“

Geraldine, has a record of 2:01%, made 
over the regulation track at Terre Haute, 
Ind,, on September 14, 1894. 

The latter is- a superb black stallion, by 
Patchen Wilkes-Josephine Young, with a 
mark of 2:04. That he has not clipped this 
by several seconds is due to the fact that 
upon every occasion be has made the 
tircuit in faster time, the champion 
ahead of him under the wire. 

During the past season Joe Patchen made 
four attempts to wrest the crown from 
Robert J., but in spite of the fact that 
each time t met the pace was hotter 


than the last, the latter always managed | 


to outfoot him: The matter came to a 
climax at Indianapolis on September 6 
last, when their struggle for the suprem- 
acy resulted in the three fastest heats 
ever recorded. 

Especially grand was the second heat in 
that race, for in spite of the fact that the 
circuit was made in the then unparalleled 
time of 2:02%, Joe Patchen’s nose was at 
the champion's throat latch when they 
passed under the wire. 

So confident was the black horse’s 
trainer, Jack Curry, of Joe Patchen's abil- 
ity to beat the pet of the Hamlin stable 
that he matched him again, and vowed, 
before the year was out, to lower the 
champion’s colors. 

When Mr; Salisbury concluded to winter 
his string in this city, Curry threw up his 
engagements with Ryland T., at Kansas 
City, much to the disgust of the sports- 
men of that place, and with Joe Patchen 
alone traveled out here to carry his inten-, 
tion into eff it possible. 

Whether Robert J. or Joe Patchen wins 
today, those who witness the race will see 
one of the grandest struggles between 
horses which has ever taken place on a 
racetrack. 

It has been the custom to decry the local 
track, horsemen invariably referring to it 
as slow. As a matter of fact, however, it 
is fast, and will compare favorably with 
many of the renowned Eastern tracks, in 
spite of the extra care and money ex- 
pended in keeping them in shane: Con- 
sequently, fast time may not only be ex- 
pected today, but is practically red.

A drop 
kick is used when near the opponents’ 
goal. The ball is kicked just as it strikes 
the ground. 

Kick-off is putting the ball in play by 
. Place kick from the center of the

A fair catch is made by the catcher 
holding up one hand and making a mark 
with his heel where the catch was made. 
It is a féul to tackle with him then, 
and fifteen yards is the penalty. Off- 
side is getting over a line in front of 
the ball. When a player of the side 
having the ball gets off-side, the ball is 
given to the other side, where the off- 
side play occurs. 

If a player, on the side not having the 
ball, gets off-side, ten yards are given 
the opponents. 

Many sitting in the grandstand e 
not understand why the ball changes 
bands so often. This off-side play is Sen- 
erally the cause of it. 

In touch is out of bounds, contrary 
to what one would naturally expect. 

A safety counts two points for the 
side causing the safety to be made. 

A safety is scored when the side hav- 
ing the ball is compelled to touch the 
ball down in their own goal, or behind 
their own goal line. It generally occurs 
from a blocked kick.

SHE HAS NO SECRET IN HER 
HEAR 


Mlle. Greville, the Thought-reader, 
not Wanted in France for Mur- 
der as Reported—Roman- 
tic Tales Told. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—A special to the 
World from the City of Mexico says that 
Mile. Marie Greville, who has been giving 
thought-reading exhibitions in the republic 
in company with M. Guibal, has not been 
arrested at the request of France on sus- 
picion of murder. There was a rumor 
that she had been taken into custody at 
San Luis Potosi, and that her extradition 
had been demanded by the French gov- 
ernment for a mufder committed in 
France by a woman of the same name 
who escaped. 

This report occasioned considerable stir 
in the City of Mexico, where a few 
months Marie appeared before crowded 
houses, and set them raving with enthu- 
asm over her personal attractions. 
While she was here it was reported that 
a wealthy American of Castilian descent 
had made her a proposal of marriage. 
After leaving the city the thought-reading 
combination visited the principal interior 
towns, meeting everywhere with immense 
success, and romantic tales were told, and 
even believed, about Mile. Greville being a 
woman of high birth and a victim of hyp- 
notic influence. 

The under secretary of the Mexican For- 
eign Office said that no request for her 
arrest had been presented by the French 
Minister. I have heard the report.“ he 
added, and perhaps the French govern- 
ment may contemplate requesting Mlle. 
Greville’s arrest. We have an extradition 
treaty with France, but we hardly be- 
lieve that if Mlle. Greville has committed 
a crime under that name she would have 
taken the trouble to change it in reaching 
this country. The lady, I believe, is still 
traveling in the interior, and certainly no 
step could have been taken for her arrest 
without the consent and co-operation of 
this department, Should her arrest be 
asked for she would not be given up to 
the French police until her-guilt had been 
established to the satisfaction of the Mex- 
ican government.
